U nder quotas, m arketing p en ­ 
alties w ill apply on “excess” 
w heat resulting from non-com - 
pliance w ith the farm ’s w heat 
acreage allotm ent, and price 
support will be available to co­ 
o p erators on the crop a t not 
less th an 75 per cent of parity. 
T he national average 
support 
r i c e 
for the 
1960-crop 
of w heat is $1.78 per bushel. 
If m ore than one-third of the 


voters oppose the quotas, there 
will he no re stric tk ns on wheat 
m arketing, but allotm ents will 
remain in effect as a condition 
for price support at 50 percent 


(J parity as directed by law’. 
W heat grow ers voting in a ref­ 
erendum each year have a p ­ 
proved m arketing quotas 
for 
the past seven wheat crops.

Ants can be a real household 
nuisance but applications of the 
right 
insecticide^ will

them under control in a hurry. 
Entomologists of the Texas Ag­ 
ricultural Extension 
Service 
say that chlordane or deildrin, 
sold in many stores as roach 
and ant sprays, arc very ef­ 
fective against ants. 
The entomologists point out 
that several species 
f ants 
can I ecome pests in the home, 
'omc may nest in the house, 
but most build their nests out­ 
side and find their way inside 
through openings. 
Once they 
find a food supply they set up 
a regular route 
between 
the 
food and their nests. 
The most common 
species 
found in Tex. are the Pharoah, 
thief, black crazy, ire and A r­ 
gentine anis. They 
range in 
size from the tiny Phnroahs to 
the much larger fire ants. They 


applied around the f undation 
wall and that all ant nests in 
the yard be treated. 
They point out that repeated 
applications of the insecticides 
may be needed to give complete 
control of ants. They suggest 
that a copy of L-311, 'T exas 
Guide for Controlling House- 
h Id Insects” be obtained from 
the local county extension ar­ 
gent.
